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John Leek Patents Machine 
For Harvesting Beans 
and Peas 


Adoption by bean growers of 
Caffornia of equipment that John 
Leek of this city has invented and 
patented will save them millions 
of dollars annually 
and 
relieve 
them of all worry as to sufficient 
labor to handle their bean crops. 
Leek has invented what will be 
known on the market as Leck’a Dean 
and Pea Harvester. 
One 
man and 
three horses will do the work it here­ 
tofore has taken five men and five 
horses to perform in the harvesting of 
the beans, according to the statement 
of Leek. 
It is not a bdan thresher, but a 
bean cutter and gatherer. 
Under the 
present method of cutting beans, the 
vines are cut and thrown up in win­ 
drows, and later men follow and shock 
the vines. 
Leek’s Dean Harvester does all this 
with one operation, and in addition 
eliminates waste from beans being 
scattered over the ground under the 
present method of harvesting. 
Tile machine is 9n wheels, which 
makes it lighter, easier lo handle, and 
can be pulled by three horses. 
The vines are cut and are picked 
up and carried to an elevator, which 
takes them to a basket, 
wnieh 
is 
dumped by the operator by foot when­ 
ever it is full, A knife cuts the long 
string of beans and leaves the shock 
in a neat square form. 
This elimi­ 
nates waste that occurs now by pil­ 
ing the vines and throwing the vines 
in a row and alter being picked up 
with a fork, with interwoven vines 
making a long string that has to, be 
broken up in the 
formation 
of 
a 
shock. 
The machine does not handle the 
vines as roughly as do tile bean cut­ 
ters now in use, picking 
them 
up 
squarely and not pulling them first 
this way and then that way. 
A working model tried out this sum­ 
mer fully demonstrated to Leek that 
he has hit upon a fine idea and one 
that would save the farmers millions 
of dollars in labor cost and cause them 
to forget troubles from shortage of 
labor. 
In Hie demonstration only one 
shattered beun was found. 
The ground where the demonstra­ 
tion was made had raised a heavy 
crop of barley, was later plowed, irri­ 
gated and planted to beans. 
The cut­ 
ting knives could 
not 
properly do 
their work as the straw choked them 
badly. 
In constructing the machine, 
Leek provided 
especially 
for 
that 
trouble as all vines not cut by the 
knives must be pulled up by hand 
while piling the bbans. 
No vines were left 
on 
the ground 
after the machine baa passed over it, 
a feature which will be appreciated by 
all who are interested in bean culture. 
Everybody who knows John Leek 
knows that he is long on fishing. They 
have commenced to see why he is so 
fond of it. 
While he is waiting for 
the little denizens of the deep to take 
hold of bait on his line, he is think­ 
ing of something -dveloping a plan, 
as it were. 
And this is just about 
what he lias been doing in developing 
ills harvester. 
He worked for eleven 
months before he got his ideas down 
to a point where he thought the prod­ 
uct would do the work he was trying 
to provide machinery for. Hundreds of 
experiments were necessary and im­ 
provements made wherever a flaw de­ 
veloped. 
He watched workers in the 
field. 
And In his machine he has one that 
will not even pick up clods or dirt. 
He has got it down to that fine point. 
Clods are found pretty regularly in 
beans handled by hand. 
Patent papers have already been for­ 
warded *to Washington and manufac­ 
ture of the harvester will start at 
once. 
The factory will be in Los An­ 
geles. 
The proposition has been fully 
financed, and Leek expects to have a 
stock of them on 
the 
market and 
ready for service for the coming bean 
harvesting season.

previous to Dec. 25, Ute date of the 
letter, he was where he couldn't write, 
and probably what letters he did write 
did not get through.

staying in houses with stoves, and it 
isn’t so bad.

We were on the Verdun front 
about two months. Our regiment went 
over the top at the Algean Forest. 
The woods were so thick that we al­ 
most had to cut our way through.

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ORDER IN GERMANY 


It is time to say a good word for 
Germany. 
The German people, on the 
whole, deserve praise for the political 
intelligence and salf-control they have 
displayed since their revolution. They 
deserve praise particularly for the 
way they acted and voted in the first 
national election ever held in Germany 
under a system of universal suffrage. 
As a result, of this election the Ger­ 
man Bolshevists have been repudiated 
at the ballot box even more completely 
than they were routed by force of 
arms. 
The German masses have de­ 
clared unm istakably for a republic, So­ 
cialist in name, but to be conducted 
according to a rational program by the 
re conservative element. 
T here is good reason now for hop­ 
ing that the revolution will work itself 
out peacefully, developing an orderly 
and dependable government without 
any great delay. 
The German people 
seem to be exemplifying one of the 
virtues they have usually been given 
credit for—self control, which is fund­ 
am ental in self-government. 
The world is not so hostile to the 
Germans but that it can give them due 
credit for a better political beginning 
than most of us expected.

It is apparent that there will be no 
dearth of either materials or labor for 
tho Jmildinfc that is necessary during 
tho next year or two. And as to coat, 
tho advance in the cost of building ma­ 
terial during the last few years has 
been Car less than in almost any 
Other line, and incomes on the average 
have increased in a much greater pro­ 
portion. 
Lack of dwelling accommodations 
has created a bad condition in many 
places. 
It has increased rents out of 
all proportion to the increase in the 
cost of construction and the necessity 
for increased incomes of the owners. 
This condition will be m aintained un­ 
til such a tim e as there have been pro­ 
vided more homes. 
The farmers, who have greatly in­ 
creased their production of food under 
the stim ulus of high prices and the ap­ 
peals of the government, lack many 
buildings that are necessary for the 
efficient operation of their farms. This 
sort of building, like all others, was 
halted by the war industries board. 
All restrictions now have been re­ 
moved and everyone is free to carry 
out his building plans.

Municipal Memorial Auditorium 


F rom the N t:e York Outlook 


A town meeting was called to consider what form 
the memorial to the sons of Catasauqua who served in 
rn the war should take. 
I he meeting hall was crowd* 


v*d, and no New England town meeting was ever more 
representative. 
Bankers and ironworkers, preachers 
and puddlers from the furnaces, cement burners and 
laborers, mingled with women who had rolled band­ 
age^ for the Red C t o s s and thought of sons across the 
seas. 
I lie question was propounded for discussion *. 
“Shall we have a monument or a memorial house 
which will be a real community center?” and the nie- 
uorial house won bv a majority so large that the 
votes for the monument were not even counted. 
I his is the plan they will follow. 
Every man, 
woman, and child in the community is asked to be­ 
come a share-bolder in the Memorial Society by mak­ 
ing a subscription of one, two, three, four, or five 
cents weekly for a period of five years. 
W ith this 
they will build a house costing in the neighborhood' 
of $125,000. containing an auditorium, recreation- 
rooms, gymnasium, and swimming pool. 
There will 
also be a room for permanent records of the war with 
a bronze tablet containing the roster of soldier sons. 
It will he managed by a Board of (iovernors chosen 
bv the subscribers, and the property will be held bv a 
Board of Trustees chosen ^>r life. 
It is proposed to 


make it the center of the community life in every way. 
The auditorium will have gatherings where every 
public question may be discussed. 
Here also on 
Thanksgiving Day or on other National occasions the 
churches of the community will gather for united 
worship. 
Catasauqua was founded by W elsh iron­ 
workers, and the W elsh love of music has not died 
from the hearts o f their descendants, so that it would 
he strange if an eisteddfod were not occasionally held 
there. 
Lecture courses of all sorts have a place in the 
plan. The gymnasium will afford facilities for dances 
of a better type than those found in the usual dance- 
halls. 
But most of all it will be a place peculiarly for 
the soldier who comes hack, where he can gather with 
Ids comrades and recount the tale that America will 
never tire of' hearing— of Chateau Thierry and the 
. .rgonne. This place will be his, erected in his honor, 
md because it is his and because he anti his comrades 
are naturally going to lead the community in the coming 
years, just as his grandfather did after he came from 
the Civil War, so more and more the community life 
will center about the Memorial House. 
Catasauqua might have inflicted another monstros­ 
ity on the world, but instead it has given it a breeding- 
place for a better and more intelligent democracy. 
And what better memorial could there lie for the men 
who made the world safe for democracy?

Insurance Policies Amount­ 
ing to Thousands of Dollars 
Will Be Rescinded 


Declaring that the Auto Club of 
Southern California is developing 
plans to become direct compete 
tors of repair men and accessory 
dealers, the Orange County Auto­ 
mobile Trades Association at a 
special meeting last night passed 
resolutions approving action 
of 
the California Automobile Trades 
Association in Los Angeles last 
week, 
when 
resolutions 
were 
passed directing all members of 
the 
organization 
to 
withdraw 
their financial and moral support 
of the auto club. 
It will mean the 
cancellation of insurance policies 
carried by the members and the 
loss of hundreds of memberships. 
Similar action has been taken by 
associations in Southern Califor­ 
nia and Northern California coun­ 
ties. 
Support 
will 
be 
withheld 
permanently unless the Auto Club 
renounces 
its 
alleged proposed 
plans of becoming a competitor of 
the tradesmen. 
W ar between the Auto Club and 
the trades association has been brew ­ 
ing for some tim e and it came to a 
head at a meeting of the state associ­ 
ation held in Los Angeles on Friday 
of last week. 
The club sometime ago 
instituted a free tow car service in 
Los Angeles county, and it is alleged 
that favoritism was shown in taking 
work developed by the tow car to 
garages. 
It is charged that the work 
of patrons of one garage was taken 
to com petitors through favoritism of 
those in charge of the tow car. 
This was not a very serious m atter 
and a breach perhaps 
would 
never 
have developed from this source. Re­ 
cently it has been ascertained th at 
the club proposes to go a step fur­ 
ther in rendering service to members 
by the establishm ent of a garage in 
Los Angeles, w here repair work will 
be done and accessories of all kinds 
handled, the club coming into direct 
com petition with the repair men and 
accessory dealers. 
This is the straw 
Chat broke tjie cam el’s back and de­ 
veloped the breach that now exists. 
About 90 j»er cent of the garage men 
in Orange county are identified with 
the county association, and a vast 
m ajority of them have patronized the 
club through membership and in carry­ 
ing auto insurance in the insurance 
departm ent. 
All have 
been 
ardent 
boosters for the club and have used 
their influence wherever possible in 
developing business for it. 
“Biting the Hand,” Etc.

business today among the auto trades­ 
men identified with the association, 
for everyone 
in 
attendance at last 
night’s meeting declared

would take such steps today. 
Peace will be declared only when 
the auto club promises to abandon its 
policy of assuming the role of a com­ 
petitor with the tradesm en. 
It is a1- i 
leged that the club is modelling its 
plan of operation 
after 
the 
Royal 
Touring 
Club of England and which, 
it is said, has effectively killed private 
enterprise in the way of garages. 
It 
is said also that the plans of the club 
do not contemplate confinement of its 
garage operations to Los Angeles but 
sooner or later will extend branches 
to every city of any consequence. 
The auto tradesm en feel that their 
business is being encroached upon by 
an organization 
that it 
has 
been 
largely instrum ental in building up, 
and that the club is stepping into a 
field where it does not belong. 
Its 
plans vitally affect everyone in the 
trades whether conducting a garage, 
selling new or second-hand cars, sell­ 
ing and repairing tires, retailing or 
wholesaling accessories or engaged in 
any business which appertains to the 
automobile industry.

Buy a 
little farm within forty miles of Kan­ 
sas City.”
